This past year has brought new problems to Ingalls Memorial 
Library, calling for much thought on the part of the trustees and 
librarian, and involving a great deal of extra work for the latter. 

On July Ist, Mrs. Everard Upjohn who, upon the death of her 
mother, Mrs. Stephen Davol, had become the trustee of West 
Rindge Library, presented to the trustees of Ingalls Memorial 
Library, ‘‘all the books, furniture, and other articles belonging 
to West Rindge Library, and the balance of the legacy of Mary 
Lee Ware’’—amounting to $3,590. This gift was gratefully re- 
ceived, and duly acknowledged. 

Since the income from this legacy is not sufficient for the opera- 
tion of a separate library, it was necessary to close the one at West 
Rindge. This decision was made reluctantly, because it had, for 
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so many years, been the object of Miss Ware’s generous devotion. 
For details of the transfer of properties from West Rindge to 
Ingalls Library, we refer you to the report of our librarian. The 
trustees gratefully acknowledge her services during that rather 
difficult upheaval, and also those of all who assisted her. We also 
appreciate the personal interest Miss Morgan is taking in pro- 
viding library service for West Rindge, as well as Hast Rindge, and 
her keen desire to stimulate in the children of the town an interest 
in reading. 

The influx of books from West Rindge made imperative the 
need of additional space in the children’s room at Ingalls Library. 
To fill this need, Mr. Charles Cowan made a new bookcase which 
harmonizes perfectly with the other cases, and the interior trim 
of the room. He made but a nominal charge for this service. 
Thanks are hereby extended to him, to Mrs. Arthur Allen, for 
again presenting to the library, gifts of books and magazine sub- 
scriptions, and to Mrs. Edith Taylor for books. 

During the summer a waterproofing job was done on the base- 
ment of the library. This work was made possible by the special 
appropriation of $300, voted at the town meeting of last year. 

In September, Miss Morgan and Mrs. Henry Hale attended 
an all-day and evening session of the 51st annual meeting of the 
N. H. Library Association in Keene. Early in December it was 
necessary to appoint a janitor because of the out-of-town employ- 
ment of Mr. Everett Rice, who had served us in that capacity 
since the resignation of Mr. Frederick Barrett. Mr. Herbert 
Crowell was appointed to the position.

Due to the transfer of the West Rindge Branch Library prop- 
erties to the Town, important changes in the library situation 
have occurred during the past year. When it was decided to move 
the books at West Rindge up to the Center library, your librarian 
was confronted with a rather difficult problem. It was not prac- 
tical to transfer all the 2,000 volumes at West Rindge to the Cen- 
ter, because of lack of space and due to the fact that there were 
many duplicates and many out of date books in the West Rindge 
collection. 

At our request, Miss Grant, secretary of the Public Library 
Commission came to Rindge, spending one whole morning in the 
Rindge libraries, with the librarian. With the help of her valuable 
suggestions, several hundred volumes were withdrawn from In- 
galls Memorial Library, and as many as 500 laid aside for disposal 
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from the West Rindge collection, also a plan of action was laid 
out to aid in the orderly transfer of the books. Miss Wilma A. 
Hale, for,several years an assistant in the libraries, was of great 
help in accomplishing the necessary record work, recataloguing 
and placement of the added books in the main collection; also 
Miss Helen Penttila and Miss Carol Hoyt rendered valuable 
assistance in handling and sorting the transferred books. An 
appreciative thanks is due to our trustee, Mr. Harold H. Rice, for 
the loan of his truck, also to his two sons, Hamilton and Kenneth, 
and to our janitor, Mr. Everett H. Rice, for their timely help in 
the actual moving of the books. The library service was not in- 
terrupted during the process of removal, although it was at least 
a week before a fair degree of order was restored to I. M. L. 

Having more juvenile books than we could accommodate, the 
trustees arranged to have a new set of shelves made by Mr. Charles 
O. Cowan and this is now well filled and is a great addition to the 
library. The discarded books were placed on sale both at West 
Rindge and Rindge Center for a few cents each, and quite a number 
have been sold to Rindge citizens as well as to visitors. There 
still remain some rather desirable books for the right person so the 
librarian has decided to leave them on exhibition for a time in the 
hope of placing them in homes where they will be useful. 

With the consolidation of the two libraries, a new plan of 
service at West Rindge has evolved. The librarian makes a weekly 
visit to the school with a basket of books from which the children 
and teacher may choose books and magazines for their pleasure 
and school-room use. This plan has proved quite successful and 
a goodly circulation is carried on to the mutual pleasure of both 
school and librarian. On Monday evening from 6:30-7:30, the 
librarian spends at the W. R. library room having a small collec- 
tion of books from which adults or older children may satisfy their 
literary needs. As experience proves it advisable, the librarian 
will be very glad to make any change in this plan which might 
be more convenient for the residents at West Rindge whom she 
desires to serve in accordance with the wishes of our late bene- 
factor, Miss Mary Lee Ware. 

A basket of books is being sent to the East Rindge school 
whenever needed and Mrs. Martha Hale, now assisting in library 
work, will be glad to be of service to East Rindge people who have 
no access to the library itself in securing desirable reading material. 

With the new arrangement well established, we hope to have 
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the work go on with increased efficiency and wider activity during 
the coming year. 

In the above record of book stock, the account of reference 
books has been omitted, since the division between actual refer- 
ence books and collected reports and stored books has been rather 
indefinite. In the coming year a new arrangement will be made 
which the librarian hopes will be more comprehensive and effec- 
tive in recording the contents of the library.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I submit my twenty-third annual REP OKs the thirty-seventh 
in the series under union supervision. 


The enrollment of the Rindge schools for the first term of the 
present school year has been 71. For the same period last year it’ 
was 82. 

There were three teacher changes at the opening of the school 
year. 

Miss Youngquist and Miss Aiken at Rindge Center resigned 
to accept positions in Massachusetts, and Miss Sawyer at East 
Rindge was released to accept a school with fewer grades and a 
larger salary in Dublin, New Hampshire. 

For the position in the upper grades at Rindge Center, Miss 
Ruth J. Fitzgerald was elected, and for the primary school Miss 
Janet C. Rutherford was chosen. Miss Fitzgerald is a graduate of 
Keene Teachers’ College and has had two years of teaching ex- 
perience in Lyme, N. H. Miss Rutherford is a graduate of the 
Lesley School with practice teaching in Arlington, Mass. Miss 
Edith M. C. Osterlund was chosen teacher for the East Rindge 
School, and she is also a graduate of the Lesley School, and did 
practice teaching in the primary grades in Cambridge, Mass. 

We were fortunate in retaining Miss Helen H. Zolkos as 
teacher in the West Rindge School, Mrs. Stebbins as supervisor 
of Music, and Mrs. Towne as school nurse. 

The Rindge teachers attended the State Teachers Conven- 
tion in Rochester last October, and the general meeting of the 
teachers of the supervisory union held at Shattuck Inn, Jaffrey, 
on the evening of November 19th. Some sixty teachers and guests 
listened to an address by Principal Clarence P. Quimby of Cush- 
ing Academy. 

In December all the grades from the second through the eighth 
were given Metropolitan Achievement tests. 

After these tests have been corrected and tabulated they are 
taken up in class and special attention is given to improving the 
work where any weakness appears. 

While we do not give undue emphasis to standard tests we 
find that they are particularly helpful in showing the knowledge

that a pupil has retained. These tests are marked entirely on 
the knowledge shown by the pupils in each subject—with a total 
score for all grade subjects. 


In this way a pupil is not marked on Arithmetic problems 
and English, History and English, and Geography and English 
with ranks deducted in each subject for mispelled worlds. English 
is given its proper place, as is Reading, Vocabulary and Spelling, 
but a pupil good in Arithmetic or Geography is not penalized in 
those subjects for a spelling error. 

Good English and good Spelling are very important. How- 
ever where in a high school some years ago a pupil who received 
74% in Chemistry and was penalized five points for an error in 
spelling for a word not associated with Chemistry, bringing the 
rank to 69% which meant repeating the subject for a year, too 
much stress was laid on Spelling. 


A standard test eliminates this danger and gives the pupil 
an individual profile chart of his work. 


The work of the school nurse is deserving of attention. The 
brief report of Mrs. Towne should be of interest to all parents. 


The supervision of the playgrounds by the teachers during 
the recess periods is an important part of our school work. Many 
of the problems in discipline disappear when the teachers give 
this part of their duty the proper attention. 


I appreciate the opportunity of advising with the School 
Board in regard to our school problems, and wish at this time to 
thank them for their help and support. I also thank the teachers 
and pupils for their loyalty and co-operation.
